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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 



3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the admitted 
Prior Art of figures 1-3 in view of US patent to Yonkers (5,230,722). 

4. Applicant's admitted Prior Art of figures 1 -3 show all the recited features with exception 
of a fine dust filtering means disposed at a downstream end of the grill assembly of the cyclone 
body for separating fine dusts which has not been separated by the grill assembly. The patent to 
Yonkers discloses a cyclonic separator having a cyclone body comprising an air inlet port 86 and 
air discharge port 88, thus forming a cyclone stream in air including dusts drawn in through the 
air inlet port; a dust collecting receptacle 89 (see figure 8; see also column 1, lines 15-25) 
removably connected to the cyclone body for collecting dusts separated from air by the cyclone 
stream; and a fine dust filtering means 20,22 disposed at a downstream end of the cyclone body

Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 
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for separating fine dusts which has not been separated by the cyclonic separating assembly. 
Yonkers also discloses a filter mounting portion 20 formed on the cyclone body including an 
opening portion open in a direction orthogonal with respect to the air discharge port (see figure 
8); and a filter assembly 22-24 removably inserted into the filter mounting portion; a filter case 
22 having an external shape corresponding to a shape and structure of the filter mounting 
portion; and a fine dust filter 23,24 connected to the filter case; wherein a part of the filter case 
which comes in contact with the opening portion of the filter mounting portion has a packing 
member 45 disposed thereon for sealing; and wherein a grip portion 26 is provided on a front 
surface of the filter case for easy handling. Therefore, It would have been obvious to a person 
skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a fine dust filtering means to 
applicant's admitted Prior Art in view of the teaching of Yonkers in order to filter out small 
debris or particulates not separated by cyclonic action (see Yonkers; column 2, lines 60-68). 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The patents to Scalfani et al., Kasper et al. and Overvaag show the current state of the 
art in cyclonic separators and downstream filters.
